tion of that Deſign by Solomon, honored with-a 
viſible Teſtimony: of the Divine Acceptance: 
It remains to be ſhewn that in the earlieſt Ages 
of the Goſpel, the Profeſſors of Chriſtianity did 
not aſſemble indifferently, in unhallowed Places, 


for ſacred Purpoſes: On the contrary, we find 


St. Paul ſharply reproving the Corinthians for 


* deſpiſing the Church of Gop, and profaning 
the Place ſet apart for the Service of Religion. 
The Fathers of the three firſt Centuries parti-
